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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The estimated population of New South Wales on 31st 
December, 1909, was 1,645,444. This shows an increase for the year of 
40,435, or at the rate of 2°52 per cent. The birth-+rate, 26:94 per 1,000 
of population, showed a slight increase compared with the previous year, 
and is equal to the average for the last five years. ‘The death-rate, 9°75 
per 1,000, is the lowest on record. 


Trade.—The imports during February were valued at £3,066,482, which 

7 shows an increase of £383,453, as compared with the corresponding 
month of last year. For the two months there was an increase of 
£405,426 as compared with last year. The direct oversea imports 
during February amounted to £1,787,707,as compared with £1,581,509: 
in 1909; the total for the two months was £3,382,096, an increase of 
£170,066 over the corresponding figures for 1909. There were decreases: 
in a number of the principal articles; apparel and soft goods, agri- 
cultural implements, iron and steel, kerosene; and sugar, however, _ 
showed increases. 


The oversea exports for February amounted to £3,400,540, being an 
increase of £1,067,492 compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the two months there was an increase in the oversea exports 
of £843,695, or over 14 per cent., as compared with last year.

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for February show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,013,662, or £26,921 less than in 
February of last year. During the eight months ended 28th February 
the revenue was £8,921,249, being £22,443 more than the corres- 
ponding period of the last financial year.

During the eight 
months the expenditure was £8,481,272, being £145,958 less than in 
1908-9.

Prices.—The general index number for February was higher than in January, - 
and also higher than for the corresponding month of last year. The 
index number for pastoral produce was 1,207, and for metals 1,095, and 
for all articles 1,219. Leather, sheepskins, lead, and tin increased in 
value, while wheat and hides showed a decline. 


Land Selections.—During February 159 new settlers applied for 102,172 
acres; and 103,115 acres, representing 157 blocks, were set apart for 
residential settlement. Since the beginning of the year, the number of 
new settlers has been 346, and the area apphed for 236,932 acres. The 
original area set apart for residential settlement since the 1st January 
has been 253,196 acres, representing 311 blocks. 


_Meteorology.—During the month of February the weather conditions were 
very dry, and the rainfall over New South Wales was generally short of 
the average. The South-wesiern and Central Western Slopes were par- 
ticularly unfortunate in this respect, as many stations recorded little or 
no rain. On the North Coast and Northern Tableland, the largest falls 
were received, due principally to thunderstorms.
